OKLAHOMA CI’TY. (.W—Okla¬ 
homa’s bitterly fought senatorial 
campaign reaches its climax today 
with President Roosevelt expected 
to bestow his bles.sing on Senator 
Elmer Thomas. 

’That the Chief Executive would 
give his favor to a candidate in 
his address here late today ap¬ 
peared more likely after he made 
it clear that Senator Barkley in 
Kentucky and Senator Bulkley in 
Ohio were his preferences. 

Gov. E. W. Marland, New Deal 
supporter opposing ’Thomas for 
the senatorial nomination in ’Tues¬ 
day’s primary, conceded the Roose¬ 
velt bouquets to his rival. 


SACRAMENTO, (iP) —Sacra¬ 
mento county’s grand jury, after 
refusing to indict two state legis¬ 
lators, reces.sed today pending 
action on a -subpoena for Arthur 
H. Sami.sh, lobbyist, to produce his 
federal and state income tax re¬ 
turns. The jury, investigating 
charges legislators accepted sum.s 
from private interests while in 
public .service, refused ye.sterday 
to indict A.ssemblymen William B. 
Hornblower of San Francisco and 
Earl Desmond of Sacramento. 

’The two assemblymen, both 
lawyers, denied the charges of mis¬ 
conduct and testified voluntarily 
that money they received from 
private interests were legal fees 
and not connected with their law 
making duties. 

District Attorney Otis D. Bab¬ 
cock i.ssued the .subpoena for Sam¬ 
ish, to produce the tax recoris 
after the jury resumes its ses¬ 
sions July 19. 

Samish, who had declined to 
produce the information, .said his 
future course would be determined 
by the advice of his attorney. He 
contended the ta,x records were 
private and not pertinent to the 
investigation. 

The subpoena called for copies of 
the tax returns for the years 193.'5, 
1936 and 1937. 

Paul B. Malone, retired United 
States army major general and 
administrator of California State 
Brewers’ a.s.sociation told the jury 
Sami.sh repre.sented the associa¬ 
tion. He said all big business in¬ 
stitutions in the state had legis¬ 
lative representatives and that 
.such practice was legitimate and 
ncce.ssary.

Mussolini wrote that the acts 
were being published "while vic¬ 
tory is within the grasp of (Span¬ 
ish Insurgent generalissimo) Fran¬ 
co’s armies notwithstanding 
French-Russian aid.” 

“The event is of enormous his¬ 
toric importance. It is the first 
tim&—but will it be the last? In 
which blackshirts have confronted 
Bolshevist forces and those of Im¬ 
mortal principles on the interna¬ 
tional field.” 

His reference to ’’immortal prin¬ 
ciples” was interpreted as a ref¬ 
erence to the principles of democ¬ 
racy which he frequently has de¬ 
rided. 

"It is the first encounter be¬ 
tween two revolutions, between 
that of the last century—even Bol¬ 
shevism is a reactionary revolution 
—and ours. 

“We do not know whether this 
clash may develop on a European 
or a world-wide scale tomorrow. 
What we do know is that Fascism 
does not fear a battle which must 
1 decide the fate of the continent.” 

Saying that foreigners who once 
pitied Italy now hate her, Musso¬ 
lini declared "of this hate—which 
is fully reciprocated—we are ex¬ 
tremely proud.”

ACCUSES CHANDLER 

WASHINGTON. (A>)—President 
Roo-sevelt has accused Governor A. 
B. Chandler of Kentucky of plac¬ 
ing him in a "disagreeable situa¬ 
tion” by proposing that a way be 
cleared for Chandler to run for the 
senate. 

The governor, Mr. Roosevelt said 
in a letter to Senator Logan (D., 
Ky.), wanted him "to traffic in 
judicial appointments,” a proposal 
which he said put him, Logan and 
Senate Majority Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky "into a mo.st disagree¬ 
able situation and wholly without 
any cau.se therefor." 

BARKLEY ENDORSED 

'I’he letter, given out by Logan’s 
a.ssociates here today, was dated 
Feb. 1. It was written shortly 
after Logan had announced he 
would not resign from the senate 
to accept a judicial appointment. 

His resignation would have 
opened the way for Governor 
Chandle. to run for his senate 
seat. Vhen Logan did not step 
out. Chandler announced in oppo.si- 
tion to Barkley. Yesterday Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, in a speech at Cov¬ 
ington, Ky., endorsed Barkley’s 
candidacy by citing his record in 
congre.ss in a lengthy and lauda¬ 
tory manner. 

Last night at Bowling Green— 
Ix>gan’s home town—the President 
said Logan had "stood firm again.st 
dragging the judiciary into a po¬ 
litical campaign.”

WASHINGTON. (/P\ — Senator 
King (D., Utah) urged today leg¬ 
islation for compulsory licensing 
of unused patents as one way of 
curbing monopolistic tendencies in 
business. 

“There is no doubt,” King as¬ 
serted, "that some large corpora¬ 
tions have bought up patents that 
they have never used and had no 
intention of using at the time 
they were purchased. They thus 
have Impeded progress while pro¬ 
tecting ther own process of manu¬ 
facture of products.” 

He suggested legislation requir¬ 
ing a patent holder to make use 
of a patent within five years or 
allow others to use it. Patent 
holders now may retain exclusive 
rights for 17 years. 


NEW YORK. (JP) — Maxwell 
Howard’s Stagehand won his first 
race since beating Seabiscuit in 
the Santa Anita handicap today 
when he whipped six other three- 
year-olds in track record time In 
the $10,000 Empire City handicap. 

The Earl Sande - trained colt 
came from far back to finish a 
half length in front of William 
Woodward’s Fighting Fox, mak¬ 
ing his first start since the Preak- 
ness. Townsend B. Martin’s Gal- 
apEis, the early pace setter, trailed 
by another half length in third 
place. 

Stagehand, heavily played at 8 
to 5, ran the mile and an eighth 
in 1:51 under 124 pounds to match 
the 28-year-old track record es¬ 
tablished by Dalmatian in 1910 
and equalled since then by Roam- 
er, Yellow Hand and Top Row. 


SANTA ROSA, Calif. (JP) 
Newton B. Klnley, 67, wealthy 
orchardist, accused of Immoral 
conduct with a 13-year-oId girl, 
blew himself to pieces today with 
a dynamite blast.

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Anaheim Leads All Cities In County In June Building Permits 


SANTA ANA IS 
SECOND IN 
TOTAL FIGURES 

Flood-damaged Anaheim led all 
Orange county cities in $750,000 
worth of building permits issued 
during June, according to a survey 
reported today by the .Orange 
County Builders exchange. 

June totals were nearly 50 per 
cent greater than permits issued 
for May, the survey showed, with 
the Anaheim permits responsible 
for the increase. 

Thirty permits were issued in 
Anaheim during June for a total 
valuation of $317,678, contrasted 
with 19 permits for $17,179 during 
the previous month. 

For the county as a whole, 
$750,260 in permits was issued 
during June, and $527,242 was is¬ 
sued in May. Other cities showing 
increases in permit valuation were 
Brea, Huntington Beach, Orange, 
Placentia and Seal Beach. Other 
cities and the unincorporated area 
of the county showed decreases 
from May to June. 

Santa Ana, second highest in 
June with $116,930, dropped from 
first place the month before, when 
permits totaled $127,663. La Habra 
dropped to zero from two .permits 
in May for a valuation of $650 to 
no permits in June.

(ON TfflS WEEK’S CHURCH SCHOOL LESSON) 

By Glenn L. Thorne 


In our series of Old Testament char¬ 
acters and their outstanding qualities we 
turn this week to Joshua 14 as we look 
at Caleb. The first we hear of Caleb is 
in connection with the spies sent over 
into Canaan from Kadesh-barnea. You 
will remember the Lord had told Israel 
about the land and promised it to them. 
Had they believed and gone right on 
how different the story would have been. 
Instead they had to send over spies to 
see if what God said was so. When the 
spies returned they were all agreed as 
to Canaan being a good and desirable 
land just as the Lord had told them. 
But by their spying they had seen a few 
giants and walled cities. This was too 
much for their faith. Sometimes it is 
best for us to see all. Ten of the spies 
conclude Israel cannot conquer the land. 
They forget the promise and do not take 
God into account; contrast only the hu¬ 
man with the human. Caleb and Joshua 
give a minority report. Counting on the 
help of God, Caleb said “We are well 
able to overcome it” ’The people ac¬ 
cepted the majority report and refused 
to go forward. Here, as is so often the 
case, the majority is not always right. 
As a result, with the exception of Caleb 
and Joshua, none of these were permit-

ted to enter the land. 

But now, 40 years later, under tne 
leadership of Joshua, the children h^e 
now entered the promised land. The 
time has now come to divide the land 
among the tribes that they may go m 
and possess their inheritance. Each 
tribe’s was to be determined by lot by 
Joshua. The children of Judah were the 
first to come forward for their lot. With 
them was their representative among 
the spies, Caleb. He had shown his loyal¬ 
ty and faith as a spy and now before 
Judah casts the tribal lot. Caleb steps 
forward and presents his claim through 
the promise made him by the Lord 40 
years ago. 

First, Caleb reminds Joshua who re¬ 
members the incident. Then in further 
pressing the promise and claiming his 
inheritance, he can tell a story of life¬ 
time devotion and great loyalty to God. 
Forty years ago at the age of 40 he had 
been one of the spies and now looking 
back over these years he speaks with 
great satisfaction as to faithfulness. 


■saying "I wholly followed the Lord my 
God.” In an environment of doubt and 
rebellion all around him, when others 
said it cannot be done, Caleb said it can 
be done. His life having been spared 
when all others save Joshua had died, 
was also mentioned in his pressing the 
claim. 

Caleb was 85 when he made his claim, 
an age when most of us would be seek¬ 
ing a pension and membership In the sit 
and whittle club. But what is he asking 
for? “Now therefore give me this 
mountain.” This was one of the places 
where the other spies had seen the 
giants and walled cities and been filled 
with fear. But Caleb saw God’s strength 
and had heard His promise and believed. 
'Things look different when we count 
God in. 

’The request is granted and Joshua 
blessed him and gave him for an In¬ 
heritance Hebron—a choice place be¬ 
cause of its past connections with Abra¬ 
ham, Isaac and Jacob. Though held by 
one of the most powerful clans in Pales¬ 
tine, Caleb shrinks not at the task and 
succeeds in entering his inheritance. 
And what was the secret of his success ? 
“Because that he wholly followed the 
Lord God of Israel.”

‘EMPTY' MATTER 

An electron would have to 
pass through a block of solid 
beryllium 20 miles thick before 
it would—by chance—strike an 
atom. This new picture of the 
emptiness of solid matter was 
presented in calculations report¬ 
ed by Prof. Eugene Guth of the 
University of Notre Dame. 

Prof. Arthur Haas, Viennese 
theoretical physicist now on the 
Notre Dame faculty, said that 
the entire universe was built up 
out of only three kinds of mat¬ 
ter. Two of these three primor¬ 
dial particles are heavy (neu¬ 
trons and protons) in compari¬ 
son with the third type (the 
electrons).

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Howard Hughes’ Flight 


Tomorrow, somewhere over the Atlantic ocean, a 
modern airplane v/ith its throbbing motors and whirling 
propellers, may be winging it.s v/ay to Paris, because 
many years ago in a typical Midwest home, a father and 
grandfather collaborated over diagrams. 

These diagrams were for a rotary conical bit, which 
revolutionized oil drilling and laid the foundation for the 
Hughes fortune, from which the son and grandson, How¬ 
ard Hughes, jr., is to make a flight to Paris, and possibly 
around the world. The diagram was spread out on an old 
bread board in the Hughes kitchen. 

This same Howard Hughes not so long ago gave 
Santa Ana audiences a thrill for breaking speed records 
over the Eddie Martin airport. He is a skillful mechanic 
and technician. The family was mechanically inclined. 
Industry was a virtue with the Hugheses. In law Felix T., 
young Howard’s grandfather, was no mean legal foe. In 
literature his uncle, Rupert Hughes, established his excel¬ 
lence by merit and industry. Few authors are more in¬ 
dustrious. The Houston Tool company is the mechanical 
testimony to the skill of the late Howard Hughes, sr. It 
is understandable that a progeniture from this strain 
would absorb the family characteristics and give expres¬ 
sion to them in something astonishing.

The Railroad Proposal 

The result of the proposal submitted to the Southern 
Pacific company by committees representing the chamber 
of commerce and city council for abandonment of a part 
of the company’s line into Santa Ana, must naturally 
await consideration from chief executives of the railroad. 
The issue has been submitted to Los Angeles officials 
and forwarded to San Francisco.
